EMCTHIC TRAINS 05 KIEV SUBURBAN LINES — Kreenyy Flot, No 13, 16 Jan k9 

Electric train? will soon b* introduced on Kiev suburban railroads. Elec- 
trification will begin on the Kie^-Motovilovka ani Kiev-Damitss sect ions. 
Six-car electric trains will run every 5 minutea. The Peroro Plant haa already 
produced ten such trains, each of which will carry 900 passengers. The maximum 
rpeed of an electric train is 80 kilometers per hour. Twenty -nine of these 
trains will operate in 1950. 

The electrification plan for the subm^an transportation ays' >jb provides 
for an increase in the number of trains to a total of 90 pairs of trains in 
2k hours. The first electric trains on the Kiev-Boyaika section will start to 
operate at the end of this year. 

CHARDZH0O-K0NGRAD RAILROAD COKSTRUCTIOL — Pravda Voetoka, No 8k, 29 Apr k9 

Construction workers on the Chari ihou-Xungrad railroad line completed the 
6-month plan in 4 months. The fret-quarter plan was fulfilled 175 percent. 
Construction costa have been lowered 5.5 percent. 

The railroad track has been laid to within 30 kilometers from the village 
of Eabakla. The railroad rune 9C kilometers through the Kara Kum desert.

GOR'SH RAILROAD BELAYS GRAIN SHIPMENTS ~ IzveBtlya, No 106, 7 May 49 

Kotel nich Station Ro 1 of the Gor'kiy Railroad System is one of the most 
Important Junctions in Kirov Oblast and handles thousands of tons of freight 
shipped along the Vyatka River. The station and the Vyatka River docks are of 
particular importance during the spring sowing season when a large volume of 
seed, fertilizer ani other agricultural needs must be handled rapidly. The 
Ministry of Transportation has ordered a large volume of mechanization to be 
carried out at the station. Bguipaent for inatallation of two 100 - ton-capacity 
railroad -car scales wae sent to the station in 1947, but the scales have not yet 
been installed. The lack of scales at the station caused tho fleet of the Vyatka 
River Steamship line to be idle for 131,000 ton-days In 19^8 while waiting for 
grain shipments, and four berges, each with 1,100 ton capacity, were -idle for one 
month. Hundreds of working hours are being lost this year for the same reason. 

TAR EASTS® RAMtQAL IMPROVES OPERATION — Tikhookeanskaya lUazda, No 77, 2 Apr ^9 

The Tar Eastern Railroad System hes recently improved its operation. 

Layover time of locomotives undergoing repeir in the locomotive depots of the 
Chinch r ye and In Stations has been out in half. The number of heavily- loaded 
trains on the sytem has increased 60 perdent over 19*»8. In, only 20 days 1 time, 
tho Chinch 'ye Station made up aai sent out 105 heavily loaded trains. Coopera- 
tion between basic shops of the Khabarovsk Locomotive Depot resulted in comple- 
tion of repairs on locomotive 36 hours ahead of the established schedule. 
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
